1 C. OTHER SUNDAY INSIDE ITEMS ARE: QE2 ARRIVES IN 
ISRAEL; SEVEN NEW YORK STUDENTS ARRESTED BRIEFLY IN 
MOSCOW FOR DEMONSTRATING OUTSIDE VISA OFFICE; NYTIMES TEL 
AVIV REPORTS GROWING NUMBER OF SOVIET JEWS LEAVE ISRAEL 
OR DIVERT TO AMERICA AND EUROPE, ADDING PROPORTION IS 
UNDER ONE PERCENT; BALTSUN REVIEW SECTION HAS FEATURE BY 
STANLEY BLUMBERG ON HOW TO GET TRADE WITH RUSSIA AND AID

2. RUSH. SATURDAY NYTIMES HAD NEW DELHI AP HEADED US 
PLEDGES NONINTERFERENCE, SAYING RUSH BROUGHT A PLEDGE TO 
NEW DELHI TODAY THAT US WOULD NOT INTERFERE IN ANY 
INDIAN- BANGLADESH DISPUTE WITH PAKISTAN. 

2 A. WASHPOST HAS SAME AP ITEM UNDER HEADING RUSH PLEDGES 
NEUTRALITY. STORY ADDING RUSH CONFERRED WITH PM GANDHI 
AS 3 OO DEMONSTRATORS MARCHED AT US EMBASSY TO PROTEST 
AMERICAN ARMS SALES TO PAKISTAN, ALSO ADDING RUSH SAID 
THE SUPPLIES- ARMORED PERSONNEL CARRIERS AND OTHER ITEMS— 
MERELY FULFILLED STANDING COMMITMENTS AND CANNOT HAVE ANY 
EFFECT ON THE REGION. 

2 B. BALTSUN SPECIAL, ACCOMPANIED BY PHOTO, REPORTED RUSH 
SISCO HAD USEFUL AND CONSTRUCTIVE TALKS WITH GANDHI, RUSH 
HAVING PLEDGED PM THAT US WILL NOT INTERFERE IN THE RES- 
OLUTION OF PAKISTAN' S DIFFERENCES WITH INDIA AND 
BANGLADESH. SPECIAL REPORTS RUSH SAID HIS TALKS WITH PM 
AND OTHER HIGH OFFICIALS MADE HIM FEEL OPTIMISTIC CON 
CERNING THE IMPROVEMENT OF AMERICAN- INDIAN RELATIONS. 

STORY SAYS RUSH, IN RESPONSE TO NEWSMEN’ S QUESTIONS, 

PLAYED DOWN THE RESUMPTION OF US ARMS SUPPLIES TO PAKISTAN 
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WHICH HAS CAUSED PROTESTS IN INDIA. DISCUSSIONS ALSO 
TOUCHED ON INDO- US TRADE RELATIONS WHICH WERE REFERRED TO 
TECHNICAL EXPERTS, STORY SAYS, ADDING THAT QUESTION OF 
US ECONOMIC AID TO INDIA WAS NOT DISCUSSED. STORY ADDS 
THAT DURING THE TALKS SEVERAL HUNDRED DEMONSTRATORS LED 
BY MEMBERS OF MRS. GANDHI’ S RULING CONGRESS PARTY PRO- 
TESTED US RESUMPTION OF ARMS SUPPLY TO PAKISTAN OUTSIDE 
US EMBASSY. 

2 C. SUNDAY WASHSTAR HAS NEW DELHI UPI REPORTING THAT THE 
SECOND- RANKING OFFICIAL IN STATE DEPARTMENT SAYS NIXON 
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AND GANDHI ARE TRYING VERY HARD TO UNDERSTAND EACH OTHER 
BUT HIS COMMENTS INDICATED THAT HIS VISIT HERE HAD NOT 
SMOOTHED OVER RUFFLED US- INDIAN RELATIONS. UPI QUOTES 

RUSH: THE LEADERS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES ARE PUSHING FORWARD 
TOWARD UNDERSTANDING THE ACTION OF THE OTHER IN A MUCH 
MORE SATISFACTORY MANNER THAN IN THE PAST. UPI NOTES RIFT 
WITH US CAUSED BY INDO- PAKISTAN WAR AND RECENT RESUMPTION 
OF ARMS SHIPMENTS. UPI SAYS RUSH SISCO LEFT FOR SRI 
LANKA, WITH RUSH SAYING: I AM LEAVING WITH A MUCH CLEARER 
CONCEPT OF THE THINKING OF THE LEADERS OF INDIA; I HOPE 
I HAVE BEEN ABLE TO GIVE THEM A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF 
THE VIEWS OF MY PRESIDENT AND MY COUNTRY. WHEN ASKED TO 
COMMENT ON INDO- US RELATIONS, UPI SAYS RUSH SAID: I SEE 
NO GREAT ISSUES BETWEEN US; THERE HAS BEEN MISUNDERSTAND- 
ING, PERHAPS, ON PART OF BOTH NATIONS AS TO THE REA 
SONS WHY THE OTHER WAS CARRYING OUT ACTIONS THAT IT DID; 

1 CAN SAY YOUR PRIME MINISTER AND YOUR GOVERNMENT AND OUR 
PRESIDENT AND OUR GOVERNMENT ARE TRYING VERY HARD TO 
UNDERSTAND EACH OTHER BETTER, WHICH IS THE REAL BASIS FOR 
GOOD RELATIONS AMONG NATIONS. 

2 D. SUNDAY NYTIMES SPECIAL FROM NEW DELHI REPORTED RUSH 
COMPLETED VISIT AND URGED A SOUNDER, MORE REALISTIC AND 
MORE COOPERATIVE FOOTING IN RELATIONS BETWEEN US AND 
INDIA. STORY SAYS RUSH SISCO MET WITH PM GANDHI AND FON- 
MIN SINGH AND OTHER OFFICIALS, RUSH SAYING AFTERWARD: I 
AM CONVINCED INDIA IS JUST AS ANXIOUS AS WE ARE TO IMPROVE 
RELATIONS. 
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2 E. SUNDAY BALTSUN HAS NEW DELHI STORY BY SABHARWAL 
STRESSING US REFUSES TO RULE OUT FUTURE ARMS SUPPLIES TO 
PAKISTAN, RUSH MAKING STATEMENT TO THIS EFFECT BEFORE FLY 
ING TO SRI LANKA. SABHARWAL SAYS RUSH' S POSITION WAS 
VIEWED AS BEING CONTRARY TO ASSURANCES GIVEN LAST MONTH 
BY MOYNIHAN TO PM WHEN HE ASSURED HER US WOULD STOP SEND- 
ING ARMS TO PAKISTAN ONCE IT FULFILLED ITS PAST COMMIT- 
MENTS, SABHARWAL SAYING THAT WHEN RUSH WAS PRESSED ON THIS 
POINT AT AIRPORT PRESS CONFERENCE RUSH REPLIED VAGUELY 
THAT AMERICA WOULD DO WHAT WE THINK BEST IN THE CONTEXT 
OF PROMOTING PEACE AND RECONCILIATION AMONG INDIA PAKISTAN 
BANGLADESH. ACCORDING SABHARWAL, INDIAN LEADERS WERE DIS- 
SATISFIED WITH RUSH' S STATEMENT, ONE OFFICIAL SAYING THE 
SUPPLYING OF US WEAPONS TO PAKISTAN WAS NOW AN OPEN QUES- 
TION. SABHARWAL SAYS ANOTHER WORRY WAS WHETHER IRAN HAS 
BEEN TRANSFERRING WEAPONS TO PAKISTAN AND THAT RUSH DENIED 
ARMS WERE BEING TRANSFERRED. WHEN QUESTIONED ABOUT MAS- 
SIVE IRANIAN ARMS PURCHASES, ACCORDING SABHARWAL, RUSH 
REPLIED THAT IRAN- LIKE INDIA- WAS A GOOD FRIEND AND 
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THUS WAS ALLOWED TO PURCHASE WHAT IT WANTS FROM US. 

SABHARWAL REPORTS INDIA IS SAID TO FEAR AN ALLIANCE OF 
IRAN AND PAKISTAN WHICH WOULD CHANGE THE BALANCE OF POWER 
AGAINST INDIA. ACCORDING SABHARWAL, RUSH SAID HIS TALKS 
WITH INDIAN LEADERS HELPED HIM UNDERSTAND INDIA' S VIEWS 
AND HE HOPED THEY HAD BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF US POLICY. 

IN HIS DEPARTURE STATEMENT, SAYS SABHARWAL, RUSH SAID 
INDO- AMERICAN RELATIONS NEED TO BE PLACED ON A SOUNDER, 
MORE REALISTIC AND MORE COOPERATIVE FOOTING. 

2 F. BALTSUN HAS AS TRAILER TEHRAN AP REPORTING RUSH SISCO 
ARRIVED FOR CONFERENCE FOR HEADS OF DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS 
FROM GREECE TO BANGLADESH. ADDING HELMS SAID CONFERENCE 
BEING HELD IN TEHRAN BECAUSE OF IRAN' S STABILITY AND SE- 
CURITY. MEETING AGENDA, SAYS AP. IS US POLICY IN THE AREA. 

3. PAKISTAN. SATURDAY PAPERS REPORTED PAKISTAN REJECTED 
INDIAN- BANGLADESH PLAN FOR POW' S BUT INVITED INDIA TO SEND 
REPRESENTATIVES TO ISLAMABAD TO CLARIFY PROPOSAL. SUNDAY 
BALTSUN HAS RAWALPINDI AP REPORTING BHUTTO SAID YESTERDAY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IT WAS PAKISTAN' S EARNEST DESIRE TO LIVE IN PEACE AND 
FRIENDSHIP WITH ALL ITS NEIGHBORS. 

4. CANAL. WASHPOST HAS ROME REUTER SAYING SADAT IS EX- 
PECTED TO ANNOUNCE WITHIN 6 O DAYS AN AGREEMENT ON BUILDING 
A NEW SUEZ CANAL, ACCORDING TO IL MESSAGGERO, WHOSE WASH 
INGTON CORRESPONDENT, LUCIO MANISCO, WROTE THAT BUILDING 

A NEW CANAL WAS THE BASIS OF ITALY' S SECRET MIDEAST PEACE 
PLAN THAT WAS DISCUSSED DURING ANDREOTTI' S VISIT WITH 
NIXON. NEWSPAPER SAID 42 NATIONS WOULD TAKE PART IN PRO- 
JECT HAVING INITIAL CAPITAL OF 2.8 BILLION DOLLARS, HALF 
OF WHICH WOULD BE PUT UP BY EGYPT AND OTHER ARAB COUN- 
TRIES. ACCORDING REUTER, NEW CANAL WOULD BE DEEPER AND 
TWICE AS WIDE AS PRESENT ONE, WOULD TAKE 18 MONTHS TO 
BUILD, AND BE ABLE TO HANDLE TANKERS UP TO 4 OO, OOO TONS. 
ANNOUNCEMENT SHOULD BE GIVEN IN 6 O DAYS BY SADAT PROBABLY 
IN UNITED NATIONS, NEWSPAPER SAID. 

5. SECURITY COUNCIL. SATURDAY DISPATCHES REPORTED COUN- 
CIL AGREED TO OPEN FULL- SCALE REVIEW OF MIDEAST SITUATION 
AND UN PEACE- MAKING EFFORTS THERE BUT DEFERRED ACTION ON 
BRITISH- FRENCH PROPOSAL TO CONDEMN ISRAEL. SUNDAY PAPERS 
REPORT ON YESTERDAY' S ACTION, AP IN WASHSTAR STRESSING 
THAT, WITH THE THREE SUPERPOWERS ABSTAINING, COUNCIL CON- 
DEMNED ISRAEL FOR ITS COMMANDO ATTACKS AGAINST LEBANON, 
ADDING US AND SOVIET UNION THEN CLASHED ON QUESTION OF 
ARMS DELIVERIES TO MIDEAST. AP NOTES LATER THAT RESOLU- 
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TION ALSO CONDEMNED ALL ACTS OF VIOLENCE WHICH ENDANGER 
OR TAKE INNOCENT LIVES. AP QUOTES SCALI, APPARENTLY 
REFERRING TO SOVIET DELIVERY OF MIGS TO SYRIA, US DOES 
NOT PROPOSE TO SIT IDLY BY WHILE OTHERS POUR ARMS INTO 
MIDEAST FOR ONE SIDE, THUS TEMPTING SOME GOVERNMENTS TO 
RISK ANOTHER ROUND OF MIDEAST WAR. WASHSTAR ON SAME PAGE 
HAS STORY HEADED, EGYPT SEES NO CHOICE BUT TO FIGHT 
ISRAEL. WASHPOST, HOWEVER, HAS CAIRO STORY BY DULLFORCE 
HEADED, EGYPT STILL PLANS DIPLOMATIC BATTLE, DULLFORCE 
REPORTING THAT, IN FIRST POLICY STATEMENT BY NEW CABINET, 
HATEM SAID EGYPT WOULD CONTINUE TO CONCENTRATE ON POLITI 
CAL MEANS TO RECOVER OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORY. 
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5 A. BALTSUN HAS REUTER REPORT WHICH STRESSES SECURITY 
COUNCIL WITHOUT A SINGLE NEGATIVE VOTE CONDEMNED ISRAEL' S 
REPEATED MILITARY ATTACKS AGAINST LEBANON AND THE TER- 
RORISTS' ACTS OF VIOLENCE, ADDING THAT SCALI CAST AN AB- 
STENTION ON GROUNDS THAT THE RESOLUTION STILL DID NOT DEAL 
ADEQUATELY WITH THE TERRORIST ASSAULTS. NYTIMES ALDEN 
NOTES THAT THE RESOLUTION HAD BEEN ALTERED SOMEWHAT TO 
AVOID A US VETO AND QUOTES SCALI SAYING US ABSTAINED BE- 
CAUSE RESOLUTION DIDN' T PROVIDE FOR THE EVEN- HANDED 
CONDEMNATION OF ISRAELI RAID AND TERRORIST ACTS, ALDEN 
ADDING THAT RUSSIA CHINA GUINEA ABSTAINED BECAUSE RESOLU- 
TION WASN' T STRONG ENOUGH IN CONDEMNATION OF ISRAEL. 
WASHPOST ASTRACHAN SAYS THE CONDEMNATION OF VIOLENCE WAS 
FIRST ACTION UN HAD EVER TAKEN AGAINST TERRORISM, ACCORD- 
ING TO WESTERN AND NEUTRAL MEMBERS OF COUNCIL, ADDING THAT 
IN VIEW OF VETERAN DIPLOMATS THIS WAS MOST BALANCED RES- 
OLUTION COUNCIL HAS ADOPTED ON A MIDEAST ISSUE SINCE 1967 
WAR BUT ARAB AND ISRAELI SPEECHES MADE CLEAR COUNCIL ACTION 
WOULD HALT NEITHER GUERRILLA ACTIONS NOR REPRISALS. 

5 B. WASHPOST HAD SHORT TEL AVIV UPI REPORTING ISRAEL' S 
CAPTURE OF 3 ARAB GUERRILLAS TWO MILES SOUTH OF LEBANESE 
BORDER. BALTSUN HAS JERUSALEM REUTER REPORTING EBAN 
SHARPLY CRITICIZED COUNCIL FOR FAILURE TO EXPLICITLY CON- 
DEMN ARAB TERRORISM. 

6. SULZBERGER. TODAY' S TIMES HAS C. L. SULZBERGER INTER- 
VIEW WITH SHAH IN WHICH LATTER SAYS HE DOESN' T REALLY BE- 
LIEVE IN PACTS, PREFERS TO BELIEVE IN CRUDE REALITY AND 
IN SELF- RELIANCE. SULZBERGER SAYS SHAH SEES PRIMORDIAL 
PROBLEM OF AREA PREVENTION OF WEST PAKISTAN FROM WHOLLY 
FALLING APART. BECAUSE IN THAT CASE ANOTHER VIETNAM SITU- 
ATION COULD DEVELOP. IF PAKISTAN DID FALL APART. SHAH IN- 
DICATED LEAST IRAN COULD DO WOULD BE SOME SORT OF PROTEC- 
TIVE REACTION IN BALUCHISTAN. PORTER 
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
